To establish a sepsis model that would result in multi-system organ dysfunction (MOD) if the daily inoculations were to be 
continued for 7 days. Animals become extremely sick for 2-3 days (extreme weight loss, rough hair coats pale 
pigmentation, but they recover to normal thereafter without intervention.
